.VURDERED BY BUKGLARS. 


Henry Bangs was murdered during 
'.he nisht three years ago by' burglars 
who entered the Pacific Coast Borax 
Works. 
Although sought by the po- 


lh:u on e%'ery possible clew, nothing 
'.hat would disclose the identity of the 
criminals was discovered.

thought, may lead to their being dis- 
covered, and the death of the intrepid 
night watchman avenged by the law. 
Miller, who Is the source -of the state- 
ment, is serving 
a fifteen-year sen- 


tence i'or having entered the store of 
J. H. Heath at- Fifth avenue and East 
Eighteenth street in this city on the 
night of November 6, 1D10. Miller 
pleaded guilty. 
His accomplice in 


this crime was Chester Ayhens. •

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Suffragists Have first Experience 


in Election Conflict and 


Work Hard 
. 


BaHoting Brisk at Lecal Boxes 


and Heavy Vote Is Dae 


to Be Cast Today 


The vote at the special election 


today for the purpose of amend-, 
ing the constitution of the State' 
of California up to noon \vas 
about the lightest that has ever 
been known in this city, especial- 
ly when the amount of attention 
"which some of the 
proposed 


amendments received is consid- 
ered. 


Regardless of the fact that 


there has been an active campaign 
carried on by the advocates of 
woman suffrage, the showing of 
the adherents of the idea at the 
polls today was ineffective, ac- 
cording to the .--anti-suffragists. 
There are 119 voting precincts in 
this city and at most of them 
. there were women found working 
for" the-.-raus-ev "•They contented' 
themselves by handing to voters 
small yellow hand-bills request- 
ing the recipients to' vote for the 
suffrage amendment. 


The suffrage question was the 


one uppermost in the minds of the 
most of the voters and there is no 
doubt that many went to the 
polls iimply for the purpose of 
either voting for or against the 
proposition. 


RECALL INTERESTS. 


The amendment providing 'foi 


the recall of judges also came ir. 
for a good share of attention, as 
did also that providing for county 
home rule which, in other words, 
means the providing of a charter 
for county government. The pro- 
position to have the Legislature 
after it has been in session for 
thirty days to take a recess and 
then limit the number of bills to 
be subsequently introduced did 
not seem to strongly appeal to 
the voters, for the reason that the 
cost of making two trips to the 
capital on the part of the legisla- 


j tors. and attaches would more

SAILOR IS VICTIM 


OF TRAIN ACCIDENT 


REDDING, Oct. 10.—An inauest held 
last night over a body mangled by a 
train at Antier, thirty miles north of 
Redding-, revealed that the victim was 
John Hansen, aged 35, a sailor from 
Portland, Ore.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—One tact 
has been established "beyond a doubt 
inside the cofferdam enclosing the 
"wreck of the Maine in Havana har- 
bor. 
That is that the ship was not 


blown up by her boilers. 


Some have contended that the ex- 


plosion of the boilers caused the mag- 
azines to explode in turn. But a re- 
port from the army engineers shows 
the workmen have uncovered the tops 
of the boilers which were intact, .with 
one exception. 
That was in the case 


of one of the forward boilers, which 
was not burst, but which had been 
driven bodily astern by the", blast from 


the magazines. It had gone through 
a heavy bulkhead and against one of 
the after boilers. 


Another curious find was an am- 
munition case which had been blown 
aft from the magazines into the rear 
boiler room without .exploding 
the 


smokeless powder it contained. 
The report shows that instead of 


being- able to float only the after third 
of the hull, it has been found possible 
that more than half of the ship can 
be pumped out and floated put of the 
dam.

The election is over, and nothing we can say will alter or affect 


the result, but it is not amiss to call attention to the contradictions 
which have characterized, the campaign just closed. For .instance, 
Hon. A. Caminetti said a few days ago that th.e initiative and refer- 
endum was "true Jeffersonian Democracy." It is anything but that. 
In speaking of "the equal rights of man" Thomas Jefferson declared 
that: "Modern times have the'signal advantage, too, of haying dis- 
covered the only device by which these rights can be secured, to-wit: 
government by the people, acting not in person, but. by representa- 
tives chosen by themselves." 
: 


It is to be noted 'that Jefferson expressly negatived the idea of 


what is euphemistically styled "direct legislation by the people." 
Jefferson discerned the impossibility of direct legislation in a country 
covering a vast area and containing a population of many millions. 
He also believed that better results 'could be achieved by a body of 
representatives chosen by the people who would thresh out every 
proposition and act in the light of clear .and .explicit information, 


But that is quite beside the point we intended to make—namely, 


that Senator Caminetti either does not understand the meaning of 
direct legislation or is not acquainted with the views of Thomas Jef- 
ferson. Possibly Mr. Caminetti may''be right and Jefferson wrong, 
but they can't both be right. It is equally evident that what Senator 
Caminetti calls "true Jeffersonianism" is something radically differ- 
ent.

But mayhap, the Senator from Amador harbors the impression, 


that Joseph Jefferson was the founder of the Democratic party. 
Its 


Rip Van Winkle habit of going to sleep for long periods and falling 
twenty years behind the times encourages this error. 


However much we may differ about the constitutional amend- 


ments everybody will vote the Watsonville Apple Annual a success. 


Italy has no right to Tripoli, of course, but neither has Turkey. 


In 1834 Turkey induced the Tripolitans to acknowledge the Sultan 
as their suzerain, but the shadowing authority of the Porte has been 
exerted mainly to secure tribute. The country has languished .in 
semi-barbarism under Ottoman rule. In the chains of. Islam and 
tied to the dying carcass of the Turkish Empire, Tripoli is given 
over'to sloth, filth, superstition and disorder. It is practically desti- 
tute of the appurtenances of modern civilization. 


But if Italy has.no right to Tripoli, the Christian powers have 


still less right to,.demand that she hand the country over to Turkey. 
The Turk is a robber, an interloper in Europe, an oppressor where- 
ever he sets foot, and his rule is a blight. His political system is as 
bad as can be imagined. It is a mixture of ./Oriental despotism and 
savage fanaticism. It opposes progress at all points. It is funda- 
mentally opposed to religious freedom and civil liberty. ^ Why 
should the Christian powers insist upon returning Tripoli to this 
effete, decaying and corrupt, political organization imported into 
Europe from the plains of Central Asia? 


Germany, England and France are incensed at Italy for "disturb- 


ing the peace of the world." These three nations have 'been quar- 
reling for some months over a strip of Moorish territory, to which 
neither has a better claim than Italy has to Tripoli. All three have 
grabbed territory in Africa in utter disregard of the rights and 
•wishes of the native inhabitants. Great Britain reduced the Boer 
republics to submission by force because she would not tolerate the 
existence of an independent power within "the .sphere of her influ- 
ence." The Boers are Christians of the European race. 
But for 


the barrier of the Monroe Doctrine set up by trie United States Ger- 
many Avould have seized all Southern Brazil, and England all* of 
Southeastern Venezuela. If the United States had not ordered 
France to get out of Mexico that country would, in all probability, 
be a French province today. 


The Sultan is begging the great powers to coerce Italy in a mat- 


ter which does not concern them. England, France, Russia, Ger- 
many and Austria all have large bodies of Moslems within their 
dominions. As the temporal head of Islam the Sultan'is asking thei 
Christian powers to uphold his political authority. He is appealing to 
cupidity and selfishness to uphold misrule and oppression. The recent 
atrocities in Albania illustrate the quality of Ottoman civilization. 
The repeated massacres of Christians in Armenia are further exam- 
ples of the inability of the Turks to grasp the meaning of*modern 
progress. In.this controversy the Sultan appears in the forum of 
the world as a foe to human development, as an ' enemy to free 
thought, as an implacable adversary to eivil advancement. 


But for the character of the Turk and the peculiar conditions 


\vhich exist on the shores of the Mediterranean by reason of the 
fetid monarchy that survives at Constantinople, the course of Italy 
would be unjustifiable. Circumstances alter cases, however, and in 
this instance Christian civilization- is arrayed against Oriental bar-* 
barism. It is a question of advancement or retrogression. 
Italy, js 


on the side of advancement, and we do not believe that the Christian 
powers, despite their grumbling, will dare to coerce Italy! Glad- 
stone declared that the "Unspeakable Turk" was the criminal of the 
age. His government is a moral stench that should be abated. Its 
inefficiency alone warrants its extinction.

The agri- 
cultural population actually decreased between 1900 and 1910!. Every 
ridctly agricultural district sustained a' loss.

T he d.estr uctlo n 'of the French battle - 


ship Liberte by fire and the explosion of 
her powder 
magazines 
is one of the 


'greatest naval 
catastrophe •' of 
recent 


years. The fearful loss of life attending 
the calamity commands the attention and 
excites ;the sympathy of all nations. 
! Beyond meager details of the disaster, 
nothing1 is known of the conditions which 
led to the occurrence. The fire was dis- 
covered about 5 o'clock In the morning.. 
Orders were immediately given to flood 
the holds, but 
every 
effort failed to 


check 
the 
rapidly 
spreading., flames. 


There were four successive 
explosions. 


The last, which occurred about half an 
hour after- the fire was first observed, 
sent the great ship to the bottom of 
Toulon harbor, killing- abolt 300 of her 
crew and damaging the cruiser Repub- 
liquo so badly that she was docked barely 
in time.to prevent her sinking also. 
••. 


Thus far there aro no evidences that 


the loss of the warship was due to care- 
lessness, or that 
it 
could have been 


saved through concerted 
action of -the 


crew. That-many of the men were panic- 
stricken, is easily explained by the fact 
that they were a-rovtsed from, sleep, only 
,to come up into the confusion :Q£ blind- 
ing smoke.^ A hundred or more are said 


to have plunged overboard-. The great 
body "of officers, men and crew remained 
0.1 board until the final explosion hurled 
them to destruction. 


There will be the usual theories' of 


spontaneous combustion, of deterioration 
of the explosives, arid such, lilse. Any or 
all of these may have been responsible. 
The known fact is tliat the fated vessel 
had within her hold the elements of de- 
struction, never more deadly than when 
turned against herself. , Whether or not 
the sad affair'Will serve to decrease the 
confidence of France in the personnel of 
her .navy remains to be seen. 
That it 


will decrease in no way the apprehen- 
sions of France or other nations regard-' 
ing the ever-present menace of the, de- 
vastating power chained in the ammuni- 
tion of their warships fs far more certain. 
It seems to be ; a condition from which 
there is ho escape. The mighty elements 
held in readiness for the destruction of 
an .enemy can only be so kept at the 
constant risk of self-annihilation. 
Until 


these can be ..made tractable' to their 
possessors, and at the same time for- 
midable to, the assailant, the fate that 
has befallen the proud warship (9 ;FVance 
may be that of ttnothec nation's ^battle- 
ship at any day.—Washington Post.
